Say They Have 
Key to Wipe Out TB 


CHICAGO O b 
Four Minnesota 
researchers .said today they have 
the key to wiping out the .scourge 
of tuberculosis. 
They reported that a new test 
and new drugs raise the possibility 
of eradicating TB down to the "last 
tubercule bacilli.” 
They said that a 28 year study 
shows that the new tuberculin test 
can detect tuberculosis “ with un­ 
canny accuracy” earlier than chest 
X rays or any other test. 
VV ith such a 
head start, they 
said, new antimicrobial drugs just 
coming into use have a chance to 
destroy all the tuberculosis germs. 
lf the new drugs work, the doctors 
said, TB may be whipped for the 
first time in history. 
A mass testing program with the 
new technique, the group predict­ 
ed. may mean “tracking down and 
destroying the last tubercule bacil­ 
li.” 
According to their account in the 
Journal OI the American Medical 
Assn., ‘ the tuberculin test has Pe­ 
conic the master key to the tuber­ 
culosis problem.” 
I he researchers are Dr1- J. A r­ 
thur Myers and Frederick G. Gun- 
laugson of Minneapolis and Edward 
A Meyerding of St. Baul, and Miss 
Jean Roberts of M.nneapolis.

Konrad Adenauer said today his 
Moscow talks convinced him the 
Soviets urgently desire a long per 
iod of peace to enable them to 
overcome internal problems 
The chancellor appealed to the 
free world to accept this Soviet 
need as a “ reality,” 
“ It may lead the world on two 
possible paths.” he told a press 
(conference. “ It may lead the world 
to realize that it is better for it 
to develop peacefully, or it may 
lead to a return to the old meth­ 
ods. 
“ But the free world, with all 
watchfulness and caution, must ac­ 
cept this Soviet need as a reality 
in world politics.”
